sy stems of all industries. The chain 
■with 
its tremendou? 
buying power 
has been allowed to become a com­ 
petitor of the retailer without pro­ 
test. These chains have berom* so 
big that they have ex tended their 
activ ities into almost every phase of 
the 
assimilation 
of their products. 


While they may not actually be en­ 
gaged 
in 
manufacturing, 
they

doubt ex ploit their tremendous buy­ 
ing power in 
dealing directly with 
the m anufacturer to obtain prices pe­ 
culiarly advantageous to them. They
